Broaden Rules 
Of Immigration 


OTTAWA,-—-A broadening f the | ° 
Canadian immigration regulations to! 


permit the entry. into the Dominion 
of four new. classes of immigrants 
was announced to the commons by 
‘ Resources Minister Glen, the minister 
responsible for immigration. 

He rose during the throne speech 
debate to: disclose the ‘passage Jan. 
30: of an __order-in-council allowing 
entry of these hew classes: 

1. The widowed daughter or. sister 
(with or without unmarried children 
under 18 years of age) of a legal 
resident of Canada who is in a posi- 
tion -to receive and care for such 
relatives. 

2. An agriculturist entering Can- 
ada to farm when destined to a fa- 
ther, father-in-law, son, son-in-law, 
brother, brother-in-law, uncle or 
nephew engaged in “agriculture as-his 
principal occupation who is in a posi- 
tion to receive such immigrant and 
establish him on a farm, 


3. A farm laborer entering Canada 


to engage in assured farm employ-| 


ment. 

4, A person experienced in mining, 
lumbering or logging entering Can- 
ada to engage in:assured employ- 
ment in any one of such industries. 


Mr. Glen also announced amend- 
ment to the regulations to allow. the 
‘-admission of orphaned nephews and 
nieces under 18 years of age who are 
related to Canadians. Previously, 
only orphaned nephews and nieces 
under 16 were admissible. ; 


He estimated that the changes 
would result in a “consfderably larg- 
er” number of immigrants Coming to 
Canada, . : 


Of the question ,of a general post- 
war immigration policy, Mr., Glen in- 
dicated the department and the cab- 
inet still had this under study. _ 

He made his announcement of the 
broadened regulations while replying 
to charges made by Alistair Stewart 


(C.C.F.-Winnipeg North) that the! 


regulations contained discriminations 
against Jews and Ukrainians and 
Poles. Mr. Glen said this was not so. 

When Mr. Glen made his announce- 
ment Mr. Stewart asked if the 
amendments applied also to Jews, 
Ukrainians and Poles. 


The minister replied that: it would 
apply to such persons if they fulfilled 
the requirements. 


He said that because of the still- 
unsettled conditions in various parts 
of Europe, and existing frontier con- 
trols, it was not yet possible for im- 

. migrants from some countries to pro- 
ceed to embarkation centres for -im- 
migration and medical. examination 
as in pre-war years." :
